There  has  been  no  change  from  the  nursing  facilities  reported 
last  year. 


SEGTION  C. 

Sanitary  circumstances  of  the^Area. 

Water  Sunnly. 

Most  domestic  properties  in  the  Rural  District  v/hich  are  within 
a reasonable  distance  of  the  water  mains  have  nov/  been  connected  to 
supply.  These  increased  demands  have  worsened  the  position  at  the 
Council’s  Mov/  Cop  Pumping  Station  v/here  the  water  levels  have 
constantly  receded.  The  pumps  were  lowered  to  their  maximum  depth 
during  the  summer,  giving  a slight  margin  of  reserve.  This  margin 
has  now  been  reduced  and  "danger  point"  has  again  been  reached. 

It  is  imperative,  therefore,  that  an  additional  source  of  suppl 
should  be  sought  and  to  this  end  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
100,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  to  bo  taken  from  the  Alfrager  Urban 
District  Council,  This  will  ease  the  position  but  it  is  considered 
that  the  quantity  is  insufficient  to  permit  of  much  improvement  in 
the  borehole  levels. 

Sev^erage. 

At  the  req.uest  of  property  owners  in  the  Lawton  Avenue  district 
of  the  Church  Lawton  Parish,  the  Council  have  acknowledged  liability 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  small  sewage  disposal  installation  for  th 
private  estate  which  was  developed  some  years  ago.  The  installation 
is  in  good  condition  and  consists  of  a tank  and  revolving  distributo 

The  works  at  Holmes  Chapel,  as  previously  stated,  are  over- 
worked and  require  additional  tanks,  filters  and  sludge  drying  beds. 

Sludge  drying  beds  arc  urgently  needed  at  the  Odd  Rode  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  and  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  circums tancea  permi

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of  andControl  over  Infectious  Diseases. 


There  v/as  no  abnormal  incidence  of  infectious  diaease  during  the 
past  year.  The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  55  compares  favourably 
with  7 last  year.  There  v/as  an  increased  incidence  of  scarlet  fever, 

24  cases  as  compared  with  19  the  year  before.  There  v/ere  no  deaths 
from  either  of  these  diseases.  No  case  of  diphtheria  had  been  immunised.
